HARDER WORK FOR THE 
ORATOR. 


Radio already has had a good deal to do wi 
politics and it may only have started. It may 
produce a different type of successful office seeker, 
a different manner of campaigning and a different 
politica] temperathent. The manner in which a 
campaigner addressed himself to an audience 
which could see him gave an advantage to any 
man whose tricks of the platform, whose effusive 
and projectable personality, and whose sense of 
the theater were a large part of his persuasive- 
ness. That disappeared when his speech was read, 
but it does not wholly disappear when his words 
come out of the loud speaker. ! 


Over the radio the personality of the speaker 
atill is conveyed, but not always profitably. It 
was observed in the recent campaign that three 
different effects could be produced by a speech. 
The person who, heard it and saw the speaker 
was enthusiastic, He may have been enthusiastic 
before he went and had that as an explanation 
of his going, but it was also true that people in 
a balanced mood were favorably impressed, being 
in the hall, whereas another person of virtually 
the same disposition was unfavorably critical of 
what he heard over the radio, and another person 
reading the speech and not having heard it either 
in the hall or by radio thought it was a well pre- 
pared talk even if he was not in agreement. 
Millions of voters are getting Impressions over 
the radio, and as these impressions are conveyed 
a great deal of the persuasion which is in the 
personality of the candidate is eliminated and he 
is subjected to the test which a characterless | 
voice, toned by mechanism and disembodied in the 
air, imposes. It is probably true that a neutral 
radio audience is more critical. It detects tricks 
which would be covered by the contagion and ex- 
citement, the herd uplift, in the hall.

Boys’ footwear gives support to the 
ankles. They’re not built on lasts that 
restrain the joints in their natural 
movements nor impede the circulation, 
as is so frequently the case with 
feminine footwear. The effect of the 
resulting weakness is akin to that of 
sprain. 

There are women whose feet con- 
form to high heels and they may wear 
them without any noticeable bad ef- 
fects. But a girl whose foot conforma- 


tion is such that she should not wear 


high heels but persists in doing so is 
likely to turn her ankle. Repeated 
little accidents of the kind gradually 
result in thickened ligaments, and so 
the ankles are enlarged. — 


A simple treatment consists ot wear 
ing a bandage. But in order to make 


a bandage effective it must be prop- 


erly adjusted. It must be wound 


around the ankle tight enough to hold, 


but not enough to cause discomfort. 
The bandage must lie flat and smooth, 
each turn slightly overlapping the 
other. You must carry it down across 
the foot to the base of the toes, pass 
it up the instep, reversing each turn 
of the bandage. So important is the 
manner of bandaging that I think it 
worth the money spent to have a 
nurse or physician give a first lesson.
